| We have never seen our grammar school in better con- 
dition than it is now. The excellent work done last year 
by Miss Bates in establishing and maintaining order, and 
the attempt to grade the school in better shape, has made 
it a much easier school to manage. Miss Kirby brought 
to the school a love for the work and a special training 
for it, and her efforts met with much success. She gained 
the good will and sympathy of the pupils at the very first, 
and kept it to the.end. 

There can be nothing but commendation in regard to 
the work done in the primary school, with the faithful 
and painstaking Miss Mason for teacher. Every child who 
comes under her instruction forms habits of order and in- 
dustry that are worth much to him or her in after years. 

The east school has done as well as usual. With but 
One or two in a class there cannot be the stimulus that is 
felt where there are larger classes. Both Miss Abbott and 
Miss Russell did good work and were well liked. 

The west school, although about the size of the east 
school, has fewer grades and, consequently, larger classes. 
The scholars and parents take a just pride in their school, 
and it ranks high as compared with others. 

Much good work is done in our schools by the teachers 
which the parents do not appreciate, because they do not 
visit school.
